Seven Boers were made 
prisoners, and thirty-one wagons, 270 trek oxen, 
six cases of dynamite, a quantity of gun and 
rifle. ammunition, groceries, and other food 
supplies, blankets, clothing, etc., were captured. 
Our casualties were nil.

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HOW THE WORLD WAGS. 


HE QUEEN inspected at Balmoral on Tuesday a 
detachment of the West African Frontier Force 
which arrived in England last week, under the 
command of Captain Molesworth. The detach- 
ment, which consisted of six Yoruba Engineers of 

the West African Frontier Force and seventeen Madras 
Sappers and Miners, are en route to India on the completion 
of their term of service in Northern Nigeria. 


Her Majesty’s attention having been drawn by a 
patriotic Welshman to the splendid service that is being 
rendered in the war by Wales, she has sent through Sir 
Arthur Bi a ious letter of acknowledgment, 
expressing her gratification at the loyal service rendered 
by her Welsh subjects at the Front, 


These Brave Soldiers include the 1st Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers, from Wrexham; the 2nd and 3rd Battalions of 
the South Wales Borderers, from Brecon; the 1st and 3rd 
Battalions of the Welsh Regiment, from Cardiff; five com- 
panies of Welsh Imperial Yeomanry, and three companies 
of Rifle Volunteers, making an approximate total of 
6000 officers and men.

Her 
Majesty, at the same time, wishes to signify her sense of | 
the loyalty and devotion which have prompted the 


spontaneous aid so liberally offered by all the Colonies in | . 


the South African War, and of the splendid gallantry of her 
Colonial troops. 


Her Majesty’s assent to this visit is, of course, given 
on the assumption that at the time fixed for the Duke of 
York’s departure the circumstances are as generally 
favourable as at present, and that no national interests call 
for His Royal Highness’s presence in this country. 


“ After England, à § 
Occupy the Warmest Corner in Our Hearts.” 
This was the message with which the two young Princes 
bade farewell twenty years ago to the English-speaking 
people at the Antipodes, and their words of delight will be 
yecalled with pleasure now that the Duke of York is about 
to renew his acquaintance with scenes of his early midship- 
man days: The visit will not be without its melancholy | 
aspect to the Duke.

Galveston, as will 
be seen from the small map we publish, is, or rather was, | 
situate on a small island off the Texan coast. This island, | 
which is nearly thirty miles long and formed of sand, is | 
only three feet on an average above sea-level, with here | 
and there a few sand-dunes. Communication with the , 
mainland is ordinarily maintained by bridges over which 
the railways denoted by dotted lines in the map are carried, | 
but these bridges have been destroyed. The sea is said to 
have swept in mountainous waves over the doomed city, 
and all things considered, it is marvellous that the loss of 
life was not even more terrible.

On Fattening Ducklings. 


The best way to produce fine ducklings is to keep them 
growing, 2nd when they are from eight to ten weeks oid 
that is, just before they commence casting their feathers—to 
kill them. They should be put on an extra fattening diet 
when six weeks old, and starved the day before being 
killed. There is no need to give the ducklings swimming- 
water, nor should they be allowed at large, for the object is 
to reduce the wear and tear of muscular tissue to a mini- 
mum, so that as much as possible of the food may be utilised 
in adding to the weight of flesh on the bird. In England, 
where ducklings are reared in practically countless numbers 
for the early markets, it is the rule to keep them in long, low, 
semi = dark sheds, to which suitable runs or yards are 
attached. They are only allowed in the yards three times a 
day—7 a.m., noon, and 5 p.m.—when they are fed. It is 
common to keep the younger birds in flocks of fifty or a 
hundred, the flocks being divided by wooden partitions a 
foot or eighteen inches high. When the ducklings reach

ineals consist of rice (which is boiled just to bursting the 
grain), barleymeal, and fine sharps. Where finely ground 
oats (known as Sussex and Kent ground oats) ean be 
obtained this food is used, mixed with some skimmed 1nilk. 
The meals, too, are often scalded with broth made from 
butchers’ scraps. Instead of greaves, boiled horseflesh is 
sometimes given. This makes a rich, heavy food, and to 
help the system to stand it the common nettle is added to 
and boiled with it. When the birds are released for feeding 
the beds are shaken over, and as much manure as possible 
raked off, the material (generally straw) being taken out 
and renewed three or four times a week. 


A Potato Mem. 


Planting potatoes very deeply is a mistake at all times, 
says a writer in the Market Gardener, and it is such in an 
especial degree in the case of those for early work. After 
planting, which may be much more thickly than for 
ordinary erops—say in rows about 15in. apart, with a 
“set” every 10in.—cover the bed or border with an inch 
or two of loose litter, leaves, bracken, or even evergreeu 
boughs: anything which will keep sharp frosts from 
reaching the potatoes. As the season advances and 
the sun gains power, the coverings can be removed. 
So soon as the young shaws appear above ground, the 
cultivator’s anxieties will increase. They must be 
preserved from frost if the crop is to prove a paying 
one. The question is, how are they to be preserved? 
There are many ways of doing it, all more or less trouble- 
some, to be sure; but if early potatoes could be had with- 
out trouble everybody would have them as a matter. of 
course, and nobody would get well paid for his crop. One

way is to shake a little litter over them upon all evenings | 


when frost is apprehended, removing it again in the 
morning; another is to fix pieces of wood upon each 
side of the bed about 1 ft. from the surface, along which 
a pole can be rolled, from which a sheet of canvas or 
cheap calico is unwound. These poles run upon bearers 
are a capital way of quickly covering the crop when a 
substantial covering is, in case of necessity, to be provided. 
Old fish-nets, which can be left on day and night, keep out 
much frost if suspended at a little distance above the beds. 
Ordinary pea-stieks ean be laid over the rows or stuck 
upright along the sides of them. It is wonderful what a 
little in the way of shelter will often save the crop.

For attacking fires in their early 
stages it is superior to any extinctor or grenade. It 
is simple, portable, handy, and can be used by men, women, 
or children. There are no injurious chemicals to injure 
clothing er carpets, or corrode the metal parts, no broken 
glass, and it is always ready for use. It is worked by 
moving the handle quickly up and down, the jet being held 
as close to the fire as possible. When curtains or hangings 
are on fire, or other light materials, the fan-spreader is 
most effectual in extinguishing the flames, as by pressing a 
small lever with the thumb the jet of water is instantly 
divided into fine spray, which drenches the burning 
surface. 

Parsley. 


In many gardens sufficient attention is not paid to the 
growth of parsley, for often a sowing made alongside a 
path in spring has to suffice for the whole year. Here the 
plants are allowed to overcrowd each other through the 
summer,.and by the time frost sets in the foliage has 
become so drawn and tender that a few degrees kill it 
to the ground, thus causing a blank till growth com- 
mences in spring. To have a good stock of healthy 
fresh leaves it will be necessary to make two or three 
sowings —one in spring, to give a supply during the 
latter part of summer and autumn, after those plants 
which have withstood the winter have gone to seed;

another in June, to furnish plants for transplanting 
at the present time, and a third in August, to provide # 
stock for spring and early summer use. Plants raised from 
the June sewings wi!l now be large enough for trans- 
planting. A piece of light dry soil in a sheltered situation 
should be selected, for on such the plants do not make such 
sappy growth as they do on rich, retentive ground. 
listance of from nine inches to a foot should be allow 
between them. In some places snow will proteet the plants 
from ivost, but in low-lying, damp situations the snew 
melts, thus leaving the plants exposed to the severity 9 
the frost. Not much protection is required, for the plants, 
being grown hardy, are better able to resist the cold, but 1n 
case of long-continued frost it is well to cover the lights 
with & short litter during the time it lasts, to prevent 
the leaves from getting frozen. Sowings made in August 
should be thinned to six inches apart as soon as the plants 
are large enough to handle; this will induce them to be 
hardy and dwarf, and at the first approach of warmth in 
spring they will start into growth, or they may be hastened 
by having portable frames put over them.

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ABOUT DEAF PEOPLE. 


The ignorance of some people regarding certain 
ailments is sometimes remarkable. Taking Deaf- 
ness as an example, is it not a fact that this 
infirmity is still commonly believed to be 
incurable, although it is an everyday occurrence 
to see deaf people who had been affected for 
years completely recover their sense of hearing?
